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I  N  T  R  O  DUCTION. 


ALTHOUGH  it  is  univer  fatly  agreed  that  the  Public  have 
reaped  fome  advantages  by  the  Adis  of  the  4th  Geo.  II.  cv.  2 6-. 
and  6th  Geo.  II.  c.  14.  requiring  all  Law-Pleadings,  Deeds,  &c.  to 
be  thereafter  written  in  Englifh  ,*  yet  the  Tax  growing  from  thofe  advan* 
tages  is  become  fo  excelhve,  that  few  perfons  are  now  to  be  found  capa¬ 
ble  of  reading  or  explaining  old  Deeds  and  Charters,  with  any  fatisfac* 
tion  to  themfdves  or  others. 

This  great  inconvenience  muft  have  arifen  from  the  A dls  above 
mentioned ;  for,  it  being  vainly  imagined  that  after  the  palling 
of  thofe  Adis,  Court-Hand  and  Latin  were  unneceffary  accomplilh- 
ments  for  a  Lawyer,  young  gentlemen  were  frequently  articled  to 
Attornies  and  Solicitors  without  the  knowledge  of  either :  and  even 
called  to  the  Bar  without  learning  to  read  the  Court-Hand,  or 
the  Abbreviations  of  it.  The  inconveniencies  brought  on  by  this 
negledl  were  in  fome  meafure  falved  pro  tempore  by  Old  Practitioners 
then  living,  who  were  in  Bulinefs  when  the  Law  Pleadings  were 
in  Latin,  and  were  familiar  with  the  contradlions :  but  time  having  gra¬ 
dually  deprived  the  Law  of.  thofe  valuable  Gentlemen  of  the  profeffion, 
I  believe  it  may  with  truth  and  modefly  be  affirmed,  from  the  numerous 
applications  that  are  made  to  me  on  that  fubjedl,  that  the  Reading  of 
the  old  Law-Hands  is  at  this  day  very  nearly  (if  not  altogether)  become 
obfolete,  though  ufeful.  I  make  this  declaration  with  fome  concern  ;  for 
although  it  is  not  neceflary,  as  the  Law  now  Hands,  to  write  the  Court 
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or  any  other  of  the  old  Law-Hands;  yet,  as  Records  written  in  thofe 
hands  are  daily  produced  in  Evidence  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  the  being 
able  to  read  them  with  propriety  and  certainty  cannot  be  an  unnecefiary 
accomplifliment ;  not  only  for  young  Students,  Stewards  of  Manors, 
and  others,  but  alfo  for  the  mod:  dignified  characters  in  the  profefiion  ; 
as,  in  cafes  of  Quo  Warrantors  and  EleCfion  Bufinefs,  Records  and  old 
Charters  are  aimed  condantly  referred  to:  and  he  who  bed  under- 
dands  the  Abbreviations,  bids  faired  for  a  true  explanation  of  the  mat¬ 
ter  in  quedion.  Gentlemen  of  liberal  education  and  large  property 
\ 

might  perhaps  not  find  it  difadvantageous  to  be  acquainted  with  old 
writings ;  as  by  that  means  they  would  be  enabled  to  preferve  the  large 
Honours,  Manors,  Royalties,  and  Demefnes,  defeended  to  them  from 
their  Noble  Ancedors,  which  are  too  often  liable  to  be  incroached 
upon  by  defigning  men ;  and  not  be  reduced  to  the  necefiity  of  taking 
upon  trud  the  declarations  of  fome  of  the  profefiion,  who  call  every 
old  Deed  ufelefs  becaufe  they  do  not  underdand  it ;  though  the  old 
Writing,  treated  with  this  amazing  ignorance  and  temerity,  may  be  a 
material  Title  Deed  of  a  very  antient  and  extenfive  Manor,  or  Lord- 
fhip,  or  part  thereof.  Nor  would  the  knowledge  of  the  Old  Hands,  as 
I  humbly  conceive,  be  unacceptable  to  the  learned  Hidorian ;  who, 
when  in  fearch  of  materials  to  authenticate  his  produ&ions,  would  be 
able  (efpecially  as  the  Law  Contra&ions  are  well  known  to  be  in  fom£ 
degree  in  imitation  of  the  old  Monkifli  Writers)  to  examine  his  Copies 
with  the  Records  themfelvesr  and  not  depend  intirely  upon  the  Copying 
Clerk,  who  might,  by  an  error  in  tranfcribmg,  lofe  the  true  meaning 
of  the  original  ;  an  event  equally  dangerous  to  truth,  property,  and  to 
liberty  itfelf. 

Many  young  gentlemen  of  the  Law,  whofe  ftudies  are  much  inter* 
rupted  by  large  fortunes,  and  perhaps  a  natural  gaiety  of  difpofition, 
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will,  I  make  no  doubt,  in  order  to  palliate  their  inattention  to  the  know¬ 
ledge  now  contended  for,  fay,  that  numbers  of  the  Records  in  the  king¬ 
dom  have  been  copied  into  the  Works  of  many  learned  men,  and  there¬ 
fore  are  as  good  evidence  as  the  originals :  In  this  I  mult  beg  leave  to 
differ,  and  to  remind  the  learned  of  the  following  Cafes  (amongft  others), 
wherein  Camden’s  Britannia,  Sir  William  Dugdalc’s  Baronage,  and 
Monafticon,  although  valuable  productions,  were  refufed  to  be  admitted 
as  Evidence. 

1.  Camden’s  Britannia  was  offered  in  evidence  to  prove  a  particular 
Cuffom,  but  refufed  j  for  the  Court  was  of  opinion  that  a  general  liif- 

tory  was  not  fufficient  to  prove  a  particular  right  or  cuftom.

2.  In  EjeChnent  for  the  Barony  of  Cockermouth,  and  all  the  other 
Eftates  of  Joceline,  formerly  Earl  of  Northumberland,  the  Leffor 
fliewed  an  Inquifition  in  the  time  of  Richard  the  lid,  which  found  an 
entail  on  the  then  Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his 
body;  and  derived  his  Title  from  Sir  Inglaram  Piercy,  the  2d  fon  of 
Henry  the  Vth,  Earl  of  Northumberland  of  that  name  ;  and  offered  in 
evidence  the  Baronage  of  England,  written  by  Sir  William  Dugdale, 
King  at  Arms,  but  refufed.  Sir  Thomas  Jones’s  Reports,  164.— 
Piercy  againji — . 

3.  It  being  a  queflion  in  the  Exchequer,  whether  the  Abbey  de 
Sentibus  was  an  inferior  Abbey  or  not,  Dugdale’s  Monafticon  was 
produced  for  Evidence  ;  and  refufed,  becaufe  the  original  Records  might 
have  been  bad  in  the  Augmentation  Office.  1  Salkeld,  28  1.  7th  Wm. 
Stainer  and  the  Burgeffes  of  Droitwich.-— See  alfo  Skinner ,  624. 

4.  On  a  trial  at  Bar  for  lands  in  Com.  York  upon  Ejeflment,  the 
Leffor  of  the  Plaintiff  made  out  bis  Title  under  a  gift  in  tail  made  by 
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Richard1  the  lid,  to  Robert  de  Clifford,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body  ;  and; 
in  order  to  prove  himfelf  heir  of  the  body  of  the  faid  Robert,  he  pro^ 
duced  a  Pedigree  by  which  the  defcent  appeared  :  Sir  William  Dngdale. 
and  other  Heralds,  being  fworn,  declared,  that  the  Pedigree  had  been 
deduced  out  of  Records  and  ancient  Books  in  the  Heralds  Office ;  but 
the  Court  would  not  allow  that  for  evidence,  without  Jhewing  the  Re¬ 
cords- and  Rooks  from  whence  it  had  been  extracted;  and  afterwards 
they  produced  an  ancient  book  ending  in  the  Year  1582,  which  was  al¬ 
lowed  for  evidence,  and  confirmed  the  Pedigree.  King  againjl  Fofier .. 
Sir  Thomas  Jones’s  Reports,  fo.,  224., 

From  all-  which  it  may  be  reafonably  concluded,  that  although  the 
works  of  thofe  great  men  are  highly  beneficial  to  confult  in  the  jirft  in - 
fiance ,  yet,  where  there  is  a  poffibility  of  producing  the  original  Re¬ 
cord  ;  the  Court  always  requires  the  beff  evidence  that  the  nature  of  the 
Cafe  will  admit :  and  therefore  it  is  highly  neceffary  that  all  Gentlemen 
of  the  Law  fhould  be.  able  to  read  them  in  their  original  ff ate.* 

In  order  to  obtain  this  end,  and  to  avoid  the  prolixity  and  inconven¬ 
ience  that  muff  attend  the  giving  feparate  Tables  or  Plates  for  the 
Contractions  of  each  particular  Hand^  I  have  pitched  upon  the  Court- 
Hand  and  its  Contractions ,  as  the  belt  and  mod  difficult  of  the  Old  Law 
Hands  ;  a  perfect  knowledge  of  which  will,  with  a  little  application, 
foon  gain  abfolute  dominion  over  the  reft.. 

The  iff:  and  2d'  Plates  contain  large  Court-Hand  Alphabets,  with 
feme  Contra&ions ;  and  in  Plates  3d  and  4th,  will  be  found  the  Chan¬ 
cery-Hand,  and  fmall  Court-PIand  Alphabets,  with  fpecimens  of  both. 
The  Alphabetical  Contractions  of  the  Court-Hand  will  be  found  in 
Plates  5th,  6th,  and  7th and  Chriftian  Names,  as  they  have  been 
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ufually  contracted,  in  Plates  8th  and  9th;  and  fuch  Words  as  were 
commonly  contracted  in  old  Charters,  &c.  Plates  10  to  15  inclufive.. 
The  Counties  of  England  and  Wales,  and  alfo  the  Bifliopsof  England,, 
in  the  manner  they  are  ufually  written  in  old  Records,  in  Plates  1 6th 
and  17th.  And  laftly,  a  General  Alphabet,  with  Specimens  of  very 
antient  Charters,.  Deeds,.  Plates- 18,  19,  and  20.  All  which  are 
collected  from  Manufcripts  in  my  own  poffeffion,,  and  the  Contractions 
made  as  I  really  found  them  in  the  different  originals  from  whence  they 
ar.e  extracted.*  The  reafon  of  my  troubling  the  Reader  with  a  general 
Alphabet  is,  that  many  of  the  ancient  Writings  differ  extremely  from 
the  Court  and  Chancery  Hands.  The  different  Characters  are  therefore 
placed  in  one  view ;  and  if  the  Letter  in  doubt  cannot  be  found  in  the 
Alphabets. of  the  Court  and  Chancery.  Hands,  it  is  more  than  probable 
it  may  be  found  in  the  general  Alphabet  N°  18. 

Let  me  here  obviate  fome  objections  that  may  be  made  by  Writing- 
Matters  and  others that  the  intention  of  this  Work  is  not  to  teach 
Gentlemen  to  write  but  to  read  the  old  Law-Hands  with  facility  and  ac¬ 
curacy,  which  is  more  likely  to  be  obtained  from  feeing  the  Hands  and 
Contractions,  as  they  are  really  to  be  met  with,  than  by  giving  fpeci- 
mens  of  Writing  too  fine  to  be  either  authentic  or  indeed  practicable  in 
the  general  run  of  law  bufmefs. 

But,  notwithftanding  I  have  done  every  thing  in  my  power  to  make 
the  way  eafy  to  fuch  as  may  choofe  to  favour  this  production  with  their 
attention-,  yet,  after  the  Reader  becomes  acquainted  with  the  following. 
Plates,  he  muff  ufe  fome  induftry  of  his  own  in  praCtifmg  the  Reading 
of  old  Writings  in  various  Characters ;  a  fingle  half-hour  in  the  day 
dedicated  to  that  purpofe,  with  the  affi fiance  I  now  offer,  will  foon  com¬ 
plete  him,  as  he  will  bring  with  him  a  thorough  knowledge  at  what 
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Letter  or  Syllable  a  contraction  may  be  expeCted;  for,  though  the  old 
Clerks  who  wrote  well  were  ftriCily  rigid  in  their  abbreviations,  yet 
there  were  others  (as  at  this  day)  very  incorreCt,  who,  fubftituting  ig¬ 
norance  in  the  room  of  learning  and  genius,  boldly  claimed  a  privilege 
of  departing  from  all  Rule  and  Order :  Nothing  therefore  but  applica¬ 
tion,  and  a  defire  for  knowledge,  can  overcome  their  irregularities,  or 
indeed  make  a  man  accomplilhed  in  any  department  of  life,  particularly 
in  the  Law.

The  utility  of  the  Appendix  is  fo  very  apparent,  that  it  will  be  need- 
lefs  to  trouble  the  Reader  much  on  that  head,  being  exactly  correfpon- 
dent  to  that  of  the  Tables  and  Plates.  There  was  fomething  partly  on 
the  plan  of  the  Appendix  formerly  publiflied,  in  which  the  names  of 
places  were  confined  to  England  only,  and  many  of  the  alias  didtums 
omitted;  but,  as  in  my  own  practice  I  have  met  with  Records  and 
Charters  relating  to  the  very  antient  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  and  alfo  to 
Ireland,  for  the  fake  of  more  general  life  I  have  collected,  from  Camden, 
LleCtor  Boethius,  Buchanan,  Archbifhop  Ufher,  and  other  learned 
Antiquaries  and  Hifiorians,  as  far  as  leifure  would  at  prefent  permit, 
the  antient  names  of  places  in  thofe  Kingdoms ;  to  which  I  have  added 
an  Alphabetical  Lift  of  antient  Surnames,  which  I  have  experienced  to 
be  very  ufeful.  In  fhort,  I  have  endeavoured  as  much  as  poftible,  that 
at  the  fame  time  the  young  Student  finds  fufficient  for  his  purpofe,  the 
learned  Antiquary  may  not  go  away  quite  difgufted  and  diffatisfied. 

When  I  firft  fet  down  a  lift  of  the  Law  Contractions  to  aftift  me  in 
my  practice,  I  had  not  the  lead  intention  to  make  them  public;  but,  it 
being  intimated  to  me  by  a  learned  Gentleman  of  the  Law  that  I  ought 
j  to

to  publifh  them  for  the  general  emolument,  I  have,  under  his  patronage, 
with  great  diffidence  and  refpeft,  fubmitted  them  to  public  cenfure. 
If  this  performance  ffiould  meet  with  a  favourable  reception  from  the 
Public  in  general,  or  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Law,  for  whofe  ufe  it  was 
particularly  defigned,  I  (hall  then  reap  the  fruits  of  many  years  clofe 
application;  and  have  the  heart-felt  fatisfa&ion  that  my  labour  has  not 
been  in  vain :  If  otherwife,  I  fhall  Hill  draw  my  confolation  from  this 
noble  fource  of  reflexion,  that  my  intentions  were  good,  however  I  may 
have  failed  in  the  execution ;  and  that  Camden,  Selden,  Dugdale,  Spel- 
inan,  Lambart,  the  great  Lord  Coke,  and  many  others,  whofe  names 
will  remain  venerable  to  the  latefl  pofterity,  did  not,  nor  does  the  very 
learned  Author  of  the  Commentaries,  treat  this  fort  of  knowledge  with 
negledt.
